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METROPOLITAN COUNTIES BRANCH. 
RECEPTION TO FINAL-YEAR STUDENTS AND THE 
; NEWLY QUALIFIED. 

Address by Dr. Ronald Cove-Smith. 

Fox the fourth year the President and Council of the 
Metropolitan Counties Branch of the British Medical Asso- 
ciation arranged a reception for the final-year students 
and the newly qualified. This took place at the Associa- 
tion House in Tavistock Square on February 15th, when 
an address was given by Dr. Ronald Cove-Smith, whose 
sporting record as captain of the English Rugby football 
team and a most inspiring leader of a Rugby fifteen 
formed an interesting background to his breezy and 
vigorous speech. 


After tea and coffee had been served in the members’ 
common room, an adjournment was made to the Council 
Chamber, where Dr. Curistryg Murrett, president of the 
Branch, took the chair, supported by the Branch and central 
officers. The two prizes awarded by the Association for essays 
by final-year students in the schools of the metropolitan area 
were handed to the successful competitors—namely, Mr. 
R. Stewart Harrison of Guy’s Hospital and Mr. D. H. Haler of 
King’s College Hospital. Each award consisted of a cheque for 
£3 and a certificate; the subject of the essay was ‘ The 
symptoms and sequelae of encephalitis lethargica, with their 
appropriate treatment.” 

Dr. CurisTINE MuRRELL, in a few words of welcome, declared 
that the medical profession was the most delightful in the 
world. Doctors generally carried happy faces, though nobody 
could say that theirs was an easy job or afforded much leisure. 
The reason for their happiness was because their work engaged 
every ounce of capacity which they possessed. No matter 
Whether they had artistic or scientific leanings, a mind delight- 
ing in logic or in psychology or in sociology, what profession 
ofiered such fascinating problems, or afforded such satisfaction 
in the solution of them? But there was one thing which, after 
qualification, the young practitioner might miss—namely, the 
sense of co-operation and fellowship which had been around 
him in his student days. Here the British Medical Association 
met the need, with the opportunities it afforded for meeting 
with colleagues, and for sustaining interest in both the medico- 
Political and scientific fields. 

Dr. Cove-Sairn then delivered an address on “ Gaps in the 
medical curriculum.’’ His obiter dicta included : ‘‘ We are all 
apt to make mistakes—even the youngest of us.’’ ‘‘ Success 
does not consist in avoiding blunders, but in never making the 
same blunder a second time.” ‘‘ Experience is what you get 
men you are looking for something else.’’ The young péacti- 
tiner turned out from the schools, said Dr. Cove-Smith, was 
very unfinished product. He had imbibed a certain amount 
of theory, but he had had little opportunity for practical 
application. This latter could best be learned by taking a 

Se appointment, in which he gathered how to handle 
Patients, to deal with them individually, to cope with any 


emergencies that arose, and generally to give treatment. One 
great drawback of the present system of hospital teaching was 
the slightness of its direct reference to general practice. 
Lectures, tutorial classes, and demonstrations followed one 
ancther in an endless stream—the student was spoon-fed, and 
rarely asked or encouraged to do things for himself. Every- 
thing was looked upon from the specialist’s point of view. 
Much time was taken up in watching things that the student, 
when he got into practice, would never have to deal with, while 
things like dispensing were apt to be neglected. In the old 
days the student was apprenticed to a practising physician, and 
“learned his ropes’’ in a practical manner. To-day, having 
got his diploma, he was often completely at sea as to what he 
should do next. The student was now a qualified practitioner, 
but what he should buy, what he would need, where he should 
set up, Was a complete puzzle to him. The hospital years, after 
all, were but years of probation. Dr. Cove-Smith read an 
extract from what he called that delightful exposition of 
general practice’ in the Black Country, My Brother Jonathan, 
by Francis Brett Young, of which a notice appeared in last 
week’s Journal at page 304. Jonathan, coming from the 
modernist teaching of a civic university, was amazed at the 
clinical intuition of the old doctor, Hammond : : 

“To Jonathan, fresh from the wards and laboratories, cases 
were cases, defined by signs and symptoms that declared them- 
selves in bodies for all practical purposes anatomically identical. 
To Hammond, on the other hand, cases were primarily persons 
and persons of an infinite variety modified by ee faciors © 
temperament, heredity, environment, and even transient 
emotions of which in the empirical atmosphere of the hospital 
Jonathan had never taken count. Old Hammond’s skill was based 
not only on that fine product of practice, clinical instinct, but 
also on a deeper wisdom grounded in humanity. He had been 
a student of life first, and of medicine afterwards.”’ 

Dr. Cove-Smith shared the hope of a recent author that some 
day an enterprising hospital would appoint a ‘“‘ lecturer in 
general practice.” 

The art of medicine, he went on, was something more than 
the mere application of scientific details. It was the art of 
medicine which must be the aim of the curriculum. The fellow 
who treated the disease and not the patient was only going one 
step further than he who, in a cardiac case, concentrated on 
the murmurs’ and missed the condition of the myocardium. 
Questions of medical ethics, too, were often neglected in the 
curriculum. He would not suggest that the curriculum should 
be lengthened, but that there was room for remodelling—a 
little more practical application, a little less textbook and 
theory. ‘‘ Many lecturers never get beyond dishing out a slab 
of textbook.’’ Among other subjects he touched upon was 
birth control, regarding which there was little constructive 
teaching carried on in the metropolitan medical schools. Whether 
one believed in the dissemination of such knowledge or not, 
surely a medical student should be able to obtain his informa- 
tion elsewhere than from the sentimental books of certain lay 
authors. Another gap that he desired to see more completely 
filled was the study of muscle and joint disease. The frame- 
work of the body seemed to be particularly neglected, and the 
average student finished his course with a very incomplete 
knowledge of the muscular and ligamentous mechanism. In 
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one textbook the bulky framework of our bodies occupied only 
16 pages out of 950; is another only 48 out of 1,600. Corre- 
lated with this was a lack of knowledge of physiotherapy, 
massage, faradism, remedial exercises for scoliosis, radiant heat, 
and diathermy. All these required study in a country where 
myositis, fibrositis, and arthritis were so prevalent. Ultra- 
violet radiation was being boomed, perhaps too much; the value 
of diathermy was being gradually realized in the clearing up 
of unresolved pneumonias, while the recent illness of His

Professor GeorGe Lovet GULLAND gave a most interesting address 
on the treatment of pneumonia in private practice, He dealt in 
detail with difficulties that might be met, and pointed out that 
the main dangers in pneumonia were toxaemia and failure of the 
t was therefore necessary to meet and prevent the 
toxaemia, and for that purpose a pneumococcal vaccine should be 
iven at the earliest possible moment. The practitioner should not 
% wait and see”; he should give the vaccine in every case of rigor. 
If the vaccine were not administered at once, then the reaction was 
not so marked, and a lysis occurred instead of a crisis, but if the 
practitioner waited till the third or fourth wr vaccine treatment 
was then of no use. Professor Gulland added that pneumonia 
tients should not be moved about or to hospital; they should be 
er at home so long as accommodation was tolerable and some 
sort of nursing was available. The tongue, heart, pulse, and colon 
action should be watched every day; from the first to the third 
day sleep must be procured, since, afterwards, the use of morphine 
became increasingly risky. Danger signals were: profound 
toxaemia; high temperature for a day or two on end; dry tongue; 
absence of herpes; leucopenia; any indication of cardiac failure; 
blood pressure below pulse rate; and meteorism. When there was 
toxaemia or cyanosis, oxygen should be given, and if there were 
any tendency to heart failure, oxygen might be given through 
alcohol; that is to say, alcohol could be used in the bottle and 
administration kept up for seven minutes out of every half hour. 
After a general discussion a warm vote of thanks was accorded 
to Professor Gulland.

Ambulance Lectures. 

Sm,—At the Annual Representative Meeting at Cardiff last 
year a representative, at the instruction of his Division, brought 
forward a proposal to rescind a resolution of the Representative 
Body that ambulance lectures should not be given without a 
proper fee; after some discussion the motion was lost. Now, 
Sir, I do not think this matter should be left in an unsettled 
condition, and I should like to think that the members of 
the British Medical Association would in the future act with 
unanimity. 

As I mentioned when I spoke on this matter, the members 
of the profession at Coventry, when ambulance lectures were 
first introduced, passed a resolution that these lectures should 
not be given without a fee of one guinea for each lecture ; 
shortly after that meeting two medical men were found to be 
lecturing gratuitously, thus antagonizing the known wishes of 
their colleagues in the city. 

It grieves me to have to make such an accusation, but I 
cannot get away from the fact that some members of the pro- 
fession decline to agree with the majority, for reasons I need 
hot particularize, and give instruction to the public without the
